Gates in Berlin. This is not surprising, as 
‘Berlin is the stronghold of the Soctal Demo- 
erats. It would seem that in the election of 
yesterday very few of the Liberal candid ates 
Rave been successful. On account of the 
rather foolish rule which denies the validity 
ot any election unless the candidate has ro- 
ceived the majority of all the votes cast, I 
am inclined to think there are not so many 
Social Democrats re-elected as is reported, 
but that, because in the frst election they 
Dave recetved a much larger vote than any 
other candidate, careless reporters have an- 
nounced their election. 

in nearly all the districts with which I am 
familiar there were atleast three candidates 
-a Social Democrat, a Liberal and a Conserv- 
ative. Even in the Borlin districts the 
chances are that the Conservative candidate, 
while he got fewer votes, would get enough 
to keep the majority from the Social Demo- 
cratsandto require a second election. In 
this second election it would often happen 
that the Conservative would withdraw, dt - 
recting his friends to throw their votes to 
the Liberal candidate, and in this way insure 
the election of a Liberal asthe lesser of two 
evils. 

I in Berlin, where there is rarely any 
chance for any body except a Social Democrat

Om. III., June 17.—The Court of Ap- 
peals has unanimously decided in favor of 
open Sundays at the World’s Fair. The 
conrt holds that the local directory is in fall 
control and that the Government has no 
standing. 

The decision means toa certainty that the 
World's Fair will be kept open on Sundays 
and settles the case for all time, as an ap- 
peal would have to goto the United States 
Supreme Court, which does not meet until

to think that there has been noextraordinary 


triumph of social democracy. If there has 
been it will not mean anything hurt- 
fal for the great German Empire. 
It would simply tend to move 
the center of political 2 in the Reich- 
stag a little higher up in the line of progress, 
because some of the other parties send rep- 
resentatives who have no more notion of 
progress and of popular rights than they 
would if they were Bourbons. I think that it 
will simply be found that among the nine or 
te: parties those have increased their 
strength tn the Reichstag who had best con- 
vinced their constituencies of their conscien- 
tiovs Opposition toa further increase of the 
military burden. Those parties which were 
weak in this regard have lost in their repre- 
sentation. Whateverthe complection of the 
Reichstag which meets July 4 may be, 
it will have littlechance to show what it can 
do more than to vote against the army bill. 
This Reichstag was called together to vote on 
the bill and elected on that issue. It will be 
called upon to vote; it ‘will reject the army 
billand as soon asthe President announces 
the vote Caprivi will rise at the head of the 
ministerial bench, having in his hand an 
edict signed by William II. ending the official 
existence of that Reichstag.’’ 


AMERICAN SOCIALISTS. 


RETURNS READ BY THEM WITH KEEN INTEUEST 
WHAT THEY THINK. 


* New YorK, June 17.—The returns from the 
elections in Germany were read with keen 
interest by many German-Americans in this 
city and a great deal of attention was cen- 
tered upon the gains made by the Social 
Democratic party, notwithstanding the fact 


that gains by that party were expected. 
Various opinions were expressed as to the 
causes of the increased Socialist vote even by 
the Socialists themselves. They were all of 
the opinion, however, that they had won a 
great victory. 

Henry Weissman, who is a radical So- 
clalist said: At the last election the Social- 
ists gained twenty-four seats, but that was 
on account of the overthrow of Bismarck’s 

owerandthe repeal of the anti-Socialist 
aws. Of course a corresponding u in this 
election could not be expected. he Social - 
ists will, probably, gain five to ten addi- 
tional members in the Reichstag, principally 
in large cities and manufacturing centers. 
The large increase of the Socialist vote, how- 
ever, does not necessarily indicate a great 
spread of Socialism in Germany, but is a pro- 
test against military ‘absolutism.’ 

Mr. Loeser, editor in chief of the New Yerk 
Staats Zeitung, said: ‘‘The situation is a 
struggle between imperialism and progress - 
ive liberalism. The men who voted the So- 
clalist ticket were all not Soctalists or mon- 
archists as we understand them to be here. 
They had no way of protesting against impe- 
rialism except by voting with the Socialists. 
The next question will be whetherif the 
Reichstag refuses to pass the military bill the 
Emperor will dissolve it. ‘hat will lead toa 
deadly struggle between imperialism and 
progress, and a revolution may result. But 
a revolution is not likely to happen for 
years.’’ 

Justice Schwab, who is a Socialist and Com- 
munist, said: ou see me smile to-day. We 
care more for the increase of the Socialist 
vote in Germany than for the mere gaining 
of additional seats in the Reichstag, for that 
means a spread of socialistic ideas among 
the people, whereasthe Reichstag does not 
amount to much, and the German Constitu- 
tion is only asham one. The Emperor can 
dissolve one Reichstag after another and 
never be compelied to abide by the man- 
dates ofthe ple, as voiced by their repre- 
sentatives. He can carry on the conflict with 
the nation for years and no one can tell what 
he will do, as he is wavering all the time.

issue; that the case involved the construc- 
tion or application of the Constitution 
of the United States and that the 
constitutionality of a law of the 
United States was drawn in 
question therein; that therefore the appeal 
fora final decree would lie to the Supreme 
Court of United States and notto this court, 
and hence this appeal, which is from an in- 
terlocutory order, can not be maintained un- 
der sec. 7 ofthe judiciary act of March 3, 
1891. We do not understand that the power 
of the Circuit Court to determine the case 
was denied, but that the appellants con- 
tended that the United States had not, by 
their appeal, made a case properly cog- 
nizable in a court of equity; the objection 
was to the want of equity and not the want 
of power. The jurisdiction of the Oircuit 
Court was therefore not in issue and within 
the intent or meaning of the act 80 
far as the construction or application of the 
constitution of the United States and the 
constitutionality of the laws of the United 
States are concerned. Weare of the opinion 


that the order we are called upon to review 


involved or drew question neither one nor 
the other in the sense that the action of the 
Circuit Court was invoked. 

»The disposal of the proceedings or the 
disposition of the contention rests upon the 
ground as to whether the decision had any 
reference to the construction or application 
of the constitution or the validity of acts of 
Congress in respect of that instance. And 
the conclusion upon which the order was 
based were invoked at constructions of that 
character. The jurisdiction of this court to 
review cannot be defeated at the instance of 
the appellees because the constitutionality 
of the acts upon which they rely might have 
been changed by their adversaries.

The question to be determined is whether 
upon this circuit preliminary injunction 
should have been granted. The bill pleads 
that the defendants are usurping unlawful

ation ofthe two and a half million dollars 
amounted to a charitable trust, upon certain 
conditions warranted. The appropriation 
was made for the A of aidingin de- 
fraying the cos of the completion 
ofthe work and to be paid over on vouchers 
for labor done, material furnished and ser- 
vices performed in the prosecution of that 
work.

Three St. Louis Oarsmen Will Make the 
Journey in £ hells. 

Mr. H. W. Stone, the shell boat builder of 
this city, will row an aluminum single shell 
to Chicago, accompanied by Capt. Roessler 
of the Westerns and Lieut.

The start will be made from the Modoc 
Club-house, July 4, at 1 p. m. They will 
visit all clubs on the way and be the guests 
of the Delawares while in Chicago. A num- 
ber of their St. Louis friends will be on hand 
to meet them on their arrival. There are 
many of the oarsmen, here who frankly say 
the boys will not; compete the trip, but those 
who know them best are confident they will 
in safety and with pleasure. The journey 
will de made by way of the lliffois River and 
the return in the same manner. In speaking 
ofthe trip, Mr. Stone says: Four years ago
